Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of 
Calcutta, the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant 
Engineer, Calcutta Canals.

General Summary. 

= Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddy?, into Calcutta* by rail,. 
river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the eight months, April to Novem- 
ber, 1921, amounted to 8,696,000 maunds, as against 6,443,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year,—an increase of 2,253,000 maunds 
or 35 per cent, being chiefly due to larger imports of rice from Burma. 
There was a decrease of 20 per cent inthe imports of coal and coke (74,751,000 ! 
maunds as against 93,786,000 maunds a year ago). The value of the imports 
by rail, river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed a 
decrease of 10 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 7,13 lakhsias against 
Rs. 7,92 lakhs in 1920. The quantity®f indigo imported during the eight 
months, April to November, 1921, decreased from 5,245 maunds last year to 
2,573 maunds. The imports of raw jute amounted to 2,825,000 bales as against 
3,772,000 bales,—a decrease of 947,000 bales or 25 per cent. The importations 
of gunny bags also showed a decrease of 94 million bags (203 million bags” 
against 297 millions in the preceding year). The total imports of oilseeds 
(linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased by 283,000 maunds, or 6 per 
cent, from 5,024,000 maunds to 4,741,000 maunds and those of sugar also 
declined, by 210,000 maunds, or 37 per cent, from 572,000 maunds to $62,000 
maunds, The imports of tea increased from 1,487,000 maunds to 1,845,000 
maunds, an increase of 358,000 nfaunds or 24 per cent. : 


Exports.—The value of the exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from 
Calcutta’ by all routes during the eight months, April to November, 1921, 
fell by 26 per cent from Rs.' 18,12 lakhs to Rs..13,46 lakhs. The exports of 
gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 934 million to 712 million bags, but the shipments of gunny bags 
to other Indian ports increased from 25 to 41 millions in number in the 
period under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched from 
Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by sea (coastwise) 
also rose from 3,583,000 maunds to 3,845,000 maunds, an increase of 262,000.

The committee received numerous representations from various leading 
gentlemen on behalf of various associations and land-owners of the district. 
After a lengthy discussion, the meeting was adjourned to the 18th 
December, in order to allow the two absent members of the committee an 
opportunity of representing their views. On this occasion the committee 
met at the Circuit House at Sonapur, two miles from the town of Noakhali. 
-The sitting lasted from about 11-50.A.M. to 1-30 P.M. The members present 
were -—

The final decision of the committee was as follows :— 


I. Yhe majority of the committee, viz. all the members except Khan “ 
Sahib Bazlul Haq, were of opinion that the site for the new headquarters 
which would be most convenient to the people of the district-is the site 
already acquired at Maijdi, with expan sion, if necessary, towards the north 
and west. 

The grounds on which this opinion is based are as follows :— 


(1) This site has already been acquired, at considerable expense. The 

. abandoning of this site in favour of any other site would 
involve loss of money and delay. 

(2) The probability of erosion at Maijdi is not great, especially in the 
yresent stute of the river. 

_ (8) The level of the jand acquired at Maijdi is comparatively higher 

— than the land of the other sites, with the exception of the pro- 
posed sites at Feni. 

me (4) The position is central, close to the railway line, and close to the 

o> main river. It is equally convenient of access from all parts of 
the district. It is the most convenient site on the mainland for 
the islands generally. 

(5) lt is near the present site of district headquarters and the residen- 

tial quarters erected for Government officers af Sonapur. 

(6) There is already good drinking water available close to the land 
acquired, which might be utilised. 

(7) There will be no material change in the cost of living at Maijdi 
and no great inconvenienée will be caused to the inhabitants of 
~ town of Noakhali by the removal of the headquarters to

From the above conclusions onl¥ one member of the cotttwittee,viz., 
Khan Sahib Bazlal Haq. dissented. This gentleman was of opinion that the 
headquarters of the district should be stationed at Feni, for the following 
reasons -— ;

For some time past the question of agricultural education has been 


“engaging the attention of the Government of Bengal in the Ministry of 


iv 


Agricultureand Pubhe Works. The great increase in the cost of living and 
the consequent necessity for increasing the output of the soil, the 
growing demand for vocational education, and the need of new fields of 
employment for the middle classes have all combined to impress Government 
with the desirability of framing a comprehensive policy of agricultural educa- 
tion to which effect can be given as the finances of the province permit. 
The object of this resolution is to éxplain the views which Government have 
formed and to invite public opinion thereon. 

2, Agricultural institutions fall into three grades—(1) higher, (2) 
secondary and (3) elementary according to the class of instruction which they 
impart. In addition to the institutions of these three grades it may even- 
tually be necessary toopen special schools at which such subjects as dairy 
and poultry farming and horticulture will be taught. 

4. It has been decided that the highest type of agricultural education 
will be imparted at the proposed Institute at Dacca. Land has already been 
acquired for the purpose and the plans and estimates have been sanctioned. 
The Institute will be equipped with all the modern appliances necessary for 
thé highest agricultural training. Only graduates in science or agriculture 
will be admitted to the courses, and these will be of the most specialized 


. type, including agricultural botany, agricultural engineering, dairying and 


other subjects. It may, however, also be found necessary to provide a 
complete course of undergraduate studies up to the standard taught at other 
provincial colleges. 

4. Anattempt to meet the needs of less advanced students was made in 
1920, when as an experimental measure two agricultural vernacular schools 
wore started, one at Dacca and the other at Chinsura. The object of these 
institutions was to train the sons of cultivators in thé elements of improved 
agriculture and allied subjects such as smithy and carpgnt ry while at the 
same time allowing them to pursuetheir vernacular eduCation in literature 
and mathematics. It was hoped that on the completion of their training these 
youths would return to their home and apply their knowledge in the cultiva- 


tion of their holdings. Experience proved, however, that these two schools 


- 


were in many resp@ets not suitable for the purpose for which they were 
ititended, the main objection being that they were far too costly. The posi- 
tion has therefore been reviewed by the Government of Bengal in the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Public Works and these schools have been raised 
to the~ secondary standard from the beginning of this session. The

5. It is apparent, however, that to satisfy the needs of the mass of the” ~ 
people, the cultivating classes will have to be approached through a much’ — 
simpler and less ¢xpensive ayes of education. At the last meeting of the 
Bengal Board of the” Agricultural Department the subject was discussed at. 
length, and it was agreed that though the Department of Agriculture, by its -— 
researches, demonstrations and propaganda work has done a great deal to 
educate the cultivator, there is need for the establishment of a net work of 
elementary agricultural schools of an inexpensive type, where the sons of the |» 
cultivators will receive a systematic training in the elementary principles of 
agriculture. In response to this decision of the Board the Government of 
Bengal in the Ministry of Agriculture and Public Works put Dr. N. Gupta of 
the Department of Agriculture on special duty to work out proposals for the . 
establishment of such schools, and the Director of Agriculture, in consultation 
with him, has submitted a scheme to Government which is described below. 

6. These schools will be located ‘within easy reach of the cultivator 
and will each serve a limited area. They will be of the most inexpensive 
type. ‘The course will extend over two years and the traifing will be of a 
practical character, but in order to keep up the knowledge acquired by the 
students in the primary schools, some ingtruction in reading and writing 
will also be given. ‘The reading will, however, be confined to a vernacular 
agricultural primer to be written by a departmental officer. The course will 
consist of agriculture, including cattle management and hygiene. elements of 
mensuration and surveying, and elementary carpentry and smithy, all with 
special reference to the every-day needs of the cultivator. Besides these, 
short conversational lessons will be given to the boys, with the help of 
lantern slides and charts, on the elements of personal hygiene and rural 
sanitation, co-operative credit, agricultural improvement, etc., with the 
object of broadening their intelligence without unduly taxing it. The 
subjects will be dealt with in an elementary manner and the course arranged 
in such a way as to be of real help to the student m his after-career ig a 
cultivator. ° . 

Every school will have its own land where the students will be required 
to do all the agricultural operations themselves (in a joint plot in the first 
year, ‘and in individual jlots in the second). In addition they will be 
required to do the annual repairs of the school house and to keep the place 
clean. No habits of luxury will be encouraged and there will be no 
furniture except mats for the boys to sit on. The headmaster of the school 
will also be the agricultural demonstrator for the locality and each school | 
will in reality be a demonstration centre where the local people can get visual * 
evidence of the value of agricultural improvements. Each school may also 
serve as centre for #ectures for the surrounding villages. ay, 

The entrance qualification of the pupils will be the lower primary stand- 
ard and the minimum age 13 or 14 years for boys with a strong physique. . It 
is expected, however, that these schools will be taken advantage of by much - 
older boys of the cultivating classes. The authors ofhe scheme consider 
that a course of agricultural education even of the most elementary character, ~~ 
if it is to have a permanent effect, should extend over two years, But it is 
realised that the Bengali cultivator may often be unwilling to spare his son 
for so long a period, and to meet the difficulty it is proposed to. make the ~ 
first-year course as complete as possible in itself to enable such boys t profit

| ‘The Government of Bengal in the Ministry of Agriculture and Public 
Works fully realise that the question of elementary agricultural education is 
not free from difficulties, and they are desirous of obtaining the views of the 
public on the subject. They, therefore, invite expressions of opinion on these 
proposals for the establishment of elementary agricultural schools and parti- 
eularly as to(a)the desirability of o;ening the elementary agricultural 
schools as detailed above, (4) their prospects of suecess, (c) the suitability of 
the curriculum (appended), (d)'the length of the course, (¢) the prospects 
of actual cultivators’ sons attending such schools, (7) the capacity of 
the boys to assimilate the teaching, and (g) the most suitable age and 
educational qualifications for admission.

The Annual Irrigation Revenue Report for the year 1920-21. 


The Major irrigation Works in Bengal are, the Midnapore and the Hijli 
Tidal Canals and the Grand Trunk Canal project. The first two canals are 
in Operation. In connection with the Grand Trunk Canal project, prelimi nary 
arrangements were made during the year. The Minor Works for navigation 

are the Caleutta and Eastern Canals, the Madaripur Bil Route, a portion of 
the Orissa Coast Canal, the Nadia Rivers and the Gaighatta and Buxi Khal. 
The only irrigation work of this class is the Eden Canal. Traiming works on 
the rivers Ganges, Bhagiratht, Dhaleswari and Buriganga and the Anti- 
malarial drainage works carried out by this department at the cost of 
Government are classed under this head. 

2. The capital outlay on the major works to the end of March 1921 
amounted to Rs. 1,29,06,869. A sum of Rs. 17,386,096 was spent during the 
year in connection with the Grand Trunk Canal project. “This expenditure 
represents the cost. of the acquisition of land and the payment made in 
England on account of the dredger Ronaldshay which has been specially 
ordered in connection with the Grand Trunk Canal project. Other works 
constructed for the capital outlay comprise two weirs across the Cossye river 
at Midnapore and at Panchkura and 98°75 miles of maim and branch canal of 
which 69°75 miles provide for both irrigation and navigation and 29 miles 
for navigation only ; thete are in addition 254°5 miles of distributaries. The 
Terapakia Pass Khat, Palaboni Khal and the khal leading to the Gewaakhahi 
lock entrance, of which the aggregate length is 20°75, miles are also main- 
tained for navigation and included as part of the Hijli Tidal Canal. During 
the year under reView no addition was made to the length of the canals and 
distributaries. 

; In accordance with the Government of India, Public Works Department, 
circular No, 3P.W., dated the 24th September 1921, the classification of 
irrigation, navigation. embankment and dramage works has undergone 
complete changes. The accounts for 1920-21 were, however, prepared in the 
old classification, and this has been adopted in this resolution and the report 
on which the resolution is based. 

8. The total receipts from the major works amounted to Rs. 2,99;760 
and the working expenses to Ks. 2,69,291, the result being a net revenue of 
Rs. 30,469 against Ks. 98,762 in the preceding year. This decrease in 
revenue is chiefly due to the increased working expenses of the Midnapore 
Canal and to the decreased receipts owing to the floods of July and August 
1920 and to the depression in trade during the latter part of the year. The 
general revenues of these canals depend considerably upon receipts from 
navigation and these have suffered of late years from railway competition. 

4.. amd area irrigated during the year was 91,066 acres as compared 
with 89,692 acres in 1919-20 and an average of 85,742 acres for the triennium 
— h1920..

7. The Galcutta and Eastern Ganals form a series of navigable chan- 
nels mostly natural .but partly artificial’ by which communication is 
maintained _between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. ‘The receipts from navi- 
gation tolls amounted to Rs. 3,65,011 as compared with Rs. 3,80,101 in the 
preceding year. ‘The decrease is due to less transport of jute during the 
year.

It was worked during the 
year at a loss of Rs. 13,358 against.a similar loss of Rs. J1495 im the 
receding year. ‘he financial position and the usefulness of the canal will 
be improved in the construction of the Damodar canal. The estimate for | 
this project, amounting to Rs. 68 lakhs for direct charges, has been sanc- 
tioned by the Secretary of State.

. The Survey and Settlement Reports for the year ending the 30th September 1921. 


During the year under review traverse survey was continued in the 
districts of Bogra, Murshidabad, Birbhum and Khulna, and with the 
exception of 3 square miles in the Khulna district, the programme consisting 
of 3,424 square miles was completed. Towards the close of the year, the 
traverse survey programme was reduced from a four-party to a two-party » 
basis. At present traversa survey is going on in the districts of Pabna, 
Bogra and Khulna and has been discontinued in the districts of Murshidabad 

~ and Birbhum. 

The Survey Department also carried on some miscellaneous surveys 
during the year. The work in connection with the demarcation of rivers 
in the Nadia district, which was continued from the previous season, was 
completed. The survey of the limits of the jurisdiction of the Caleutta 
. High Court was also undertaken during the year. 


2. The report of the Director of Land Records, Bengal, giveg- an 
interesting account of the progress of work done under his control. Except 
for thé diara resumptions, the major settlement operations in the districts of 
Mymensingh, Midnapore, Tippera, Noakhali and Rajshahi .were in their 
closing stages. By the end of the year, records-of-rights had been completed

 MOTE,.—On an average of the five yoars onding 1919.20, the area ander Winter Rice in 
Bengal has represented some 19'7 per cent, ef the total area under rico In 
Britiah india, 


Character of the season.—I[n the second forecast issued in December 
last, the weather was reviewed up to end of October as having been good 
for the broadcast, and satisfactory for the transplanted, rice crops. Since 
_ then, dry weather has been favourable for harvesting. 


Acreage.— According to District Officers’ estimates, the total area under 
winter rice amounts to 15,850,200 ae¢res as against 15,343,800 acres, in the 
corresponding forecast of last year. ‘The increase in area since the issue of 
the second forecast is mainly due to revision of estimates in the district of 
Mymensingh on the basis of settlement figures. 


Outturn.—F rom the district retarns appended it will be seen that four 
districts report a bumper crop, viz., Tippera 133 per cent., Rangpur 125 per 
cent., Darjeeling and Mymensingh each 117 per cent. Midnapore reports 
a crop just above the normal (7.e., 108 per cent.). The districts of Howrah, 
Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Faridpur, Bakarganj, Chittagong and Noakheli report 
a normal crop ; seven districts a crop between 83 and 95 per cent. The 
remaining eight districts report the outturn as follows :— 


* — Malda 79 per cent. ; Murshidabad, Burdwan and the Chittagong Hill 
"Tracts each 75 per cent. ; Nadia, Birbhum, Bankura and Hooghly report a 
crop as low as between 58 to 67 per cent. 

As compared with the second forecast, a better crop has been barvested 
im the districts of the 24-Parganas, Midnapore, Jalpaiguri, Bogra. Mymen- 
singh and ‘Tippera but in the districts of Murshidabad, Khulna, Hooghly and 
Dacca the outturns have fallen somewhat below the previous estimates. In 
the remaining districts, there has been no change since the second forecast. 

- According to District Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn works out 
to 96 pex, cent. of the normal as against 90 per cent. last year. But in 
consideration of the favourable weather conditions prevailing during the 
harvesting period, I am inclined to thmk that -a normal or a 100 per cent. 
erop has been reaped this year. 

| Accepting 100 per cent. as the provincial outturn, the gross yield of 
‘cleaned grain from the winter rice crop, on the basis of a normal yield of 
124 maunds. per acre, amounts to 7,278,200 tons this year as against 
6,341,100 tons, in the corresponding forecast of last year.
